The front elevation is very nice.
From the front door one may go
directly to the dining room or to
the bedroom wing, without having
to dodge any furniture.

The kitchen and
screen porch are efficiently laid
out and seem to have all the neces-
sary equipment, each in its proper
place in relation to the others, the
kitchen nook being particularly
well arranged.
